Will A Uliiikauk iif iiik Sihthkkn Ports 
bf. Rk.counizkd nr England? — War in Europe, 
whether engag-d in or not by this counlrv, places 
us, by the treaty of Paris, upon the levei of those 
nations who have no mercantile marine, and is 
Iraught with the -.ravest dangers to the well be- 
ing of society, and to the power and dignity of 
ibe State 

The United Slates, 60 long as they cohered, 
flit strong enough to stand aloof from the public 
low of Europ. ; but the secession movement, be- 
siies opening up a door for tbe treaty of Paris 
In jig re\ i-eil, and made, without exception, the 
law of nations, is like y to raise questions of in- 
lerr.a'tonal right, in which we shall have the 
deepett interest. The United States (lovernment 
was nigineliy founded upon certain delegated 
poweis. by a community of sovereign States, 
who nave still exercised their independent sov- 
ereigity, and it is held by Ihe seceding Stutes 
that the delegated powers may now be with- 
draw!. If we assent to this right, we may claim 
admssion to the Southern portsiocarry merchan- 
dise, on the American principle of free ships mak- 
ing 'ree goods; while, if we denv the right, we 
s'jal, no doubt, exclude ourselves from the 
Sort hern trade. 

Vhich course shall we take, and will the op- 
podunity be now embraced of asserting those 
tmritimd rights whLh we as a miralime power 
stvuld, in the interest of the trading classes of 
tlrse kingdoms, and with the still higher object 
ol tbe security of the nation, claim to hold? If 
wo are possessed o mari ime power and some oth- 
r nations are not, it will be quite as prudent to 
iiuse before we tie our bands, as for France or 
any other continental power to ho a i'ate to reduce 
their armies to the level of the forces of a third 
or fourth rate nation. So long as the ship owners 
were the only sufferers, the final settlement of 
the question could be deferred; but impending 
war in the United States, and threatened war in 
Ihe Ball ie, demand un immediate settlement in 
the interest of all classes. 

Had the Dili ed Slates accepted the treaty of 
Paris, so far as that treaty had reference to the 
law of nations, the fourth article of the treaty 
woold require that a blockade of the cotton porta 
by the United Stales -I i, - of war would have to 
be maintained by a sullicient force. The United 
Stabes Government could not, in that case, estab- 
lish tbe be 'k.de. and the first article of the 
treaty would be a bar to the employment of pri- 
vateers. The supplv of cotton would therefore 
be uninterrupted under the treaty of Paris by an 
appeal to armB. As Ihe case stands, however, it 
is impossible to say what e pedients Mr Lincoln's 
Cabinet may resort to to destroy tbe commerce of 
the South. 

It is a recognized principle for the belligerents 
to declare what Is contraband of war; and besides 
the material which tbe Southern States may seek 
to draw from Europe, what is to prevent cotton 
being subject to capture bv privateers, should 
such vessels Ve fitted ou ? What, in fact, is to 
prevent the United States repudiating tbe neutral 
C"CtrLue altogether, and Liking their stand upon 
the broad olJ English principle of maritime right, 
and declaring that tbe neutral fiig does cot cover 
Southern iroode, and that neutral goo s under the 
Southern dig are liable to captuic? To recognize 
the Treaty of Paris would now lie to make the 
Northern States of the American Union powerless 
on the oc ;an, and the time has come when we 
mu.it consider whether adherence on our part to 
that treaty would not make us powerless on the 
ocean also.

fS^Thc Courier professes to be greatly scan- 
dalizod at the Wgjmtai of one of our eorres 
ponJents, that, if a K;volutionarv Convention 
should undertake in hot haste lo drag or 
thrust Kentucky out of the Union, the undi r- 
taking ought to ho resisted hy furce, if neces- 
sary. The Courier professes to he scandal- 
ized at this suggestion, but the Courier made 
uo such profession when a month ago the fc 
cessionists at Frankfort an i elsewhere in the 
State were threatening loudly that if the Leg- 
islature didn't iuaugurato revoluiion it should 
lie inaugurated in spite of the Legislature 
and at all hazards. The organ of seccssicn 
amongst us, like kindred'oraans in the seced- 
ing States, object; to force only when it is to 
be employed for the inaiirenance of the law* 
instead of their overthrow and destruction. 
The Courier has nothing to say against mobo- 
cracy, but everything to say against resistance 
lo that most insolent and degrading of tyran- 
nies. We own that our sympathies in this 
matter are exactly the reverse"of the Courier's. 
And herein we tltiitk the freemen of Kentucky 
and all other unjierverted freemen agree with 
us. 

As for the special suggestion of our corres- 
pondent, we at present have merely to say, 
•that, whilst the right of the minority to resist 
the lawless domination of the majority is olear 
and i^rfect, the expediency of exercising the 
right is a i|ii<*sti«m which cannot be wisely 
decided in advance of the actual emergency. 
Until the emergency occurs in Kentucky, if it 
ever shall occur, which God forbid, the broach- 
ing of this solemn question of expediency can 
be useful only as a warning to the headlong 
revolutionists in the midst of us, if indeed 
such a warning is required, that Kentuckians, 
romc what may, will be neither coerced nor 
bullied out of their sacred rights of American 
citizenship. In this point of view. not as a threat 
in the least degree but as the answer to a most 
brazen and shameless threat, we commend the 
suggestion of our correspondent to the best 
reflection of the Courier and it* domestic co- 
adjutors in the work of national destruction. 

$3"Thc Southern Confederacy Congress has 
adopted substantially the constitution of the 
United States, with the remarkable exception 
that the sccedcrs act under their authority a- 
commissioners of their respective sovereign 
States, while the immortal instrument framed 
by Washington, Sherman, Hamilton, Frank- 
lin, Morris, Madison, Blair, Rutledge, the 
Pinekneys, and their comjieers, was ordained 
■ad established as; the act of "the People of 
the United States." This difference revives 
the whole question between a federal plan of 
g ivernmcnt or a national one, which led to a 
protracted debate in the Constitutional Con- 
vention of 1787, and finally was decided in 
favor of the position assumed by Edmund 
Kindolph and Charles l'mckney, delegates 
from Virginia and S.)uth Carolina, which waa 
a national government, with three supreme 
co-ordinate blanches, executive, legislative, 
and judiciary. After the articles of confed- 
eration were found to be inefficient, the vari- 
ous States passed acts authorizing the appoint- 
ment of delegates to that Constitutional Con- 
vention. Virginia, Delaware, Pennsylvania, 
(ieorgia, and Maryland empowered them to 
join with the other delegates "in devising and 
discussing such alterations and further provi- 
sions as may be necessary to render the Fed< r- 
ul constitution adequate to the exigencies of 
the Union." North Carolina and New Hamp- 
shire proposed ' 'to discuss and decide upon the 
most effectual means to remove the defects of 
the Federal Union, and to procure the enlarged 
purposes which it was intended to effect." South 
Carolina commissioned her delegates "to join in 
devising and discussing all such alterations, 
clauses, articles, and provisions as may be 
thought necessary to render the Federal Con- 
stitution entirely adequate to the actual situa- 
tion and future ge>od government of the Con- 
federated States. " Tue Northern States of 
New Jersey, New York, Massachusetts, and 
Connecticut all looked to action "adequate to 
the exigencies of the government and the 
preservation of the Union," and this last 
phraseology was adopted in Congress on Feb- 
ruary 21st, 1787, in the resolution for the con- 
vention to revise the articles of confederation, 
out of which grew the present Federal Consti- 
tution. Seventy-four years have rolled by, and 
it is the opinion of some that it is again ne- 
cessary, in order to render that Federal Consti- 
tution entirely adequate to the actual situation 
and future good government of the United 
States, to meet in convention and discuss such 
alterations, clauses, articles, and provisions as 
may be necessary. Why cannot every State 
in the Union assent to this; why cannot South 
Carolina, which has taken the lead in opposing 
it, recall the action of her fathers in ratifying 
the Federal Constitution in 1788? We find a 
communication in the Philadelphia Press 
which bears directly upon that action, covers, 
as the writer says, the whole and real ground 
of dispute at the present moment, and abun- 
dantly shows the spirit and scoj>e of the 
controversy in the licginning, and stands 
out in strong contract with the ruling 
speeches of South Carolina to-day. How- 
ever much at variance in opinion the mem- 
bers of the South Carolina Legislature 
may have been in 1788, they never gave 
themselves up to a wild and reckless passion; 
they treated the question, as well as their op- 
ponents, with dignity, and the men who now 
put forward excuses for their attitude to the 
country may do well to pause; they will per- 
ceive that a path has been beaten by then- 
fathers, and if they have not grown altogether 
deaf to Iho voice of reason they will follow in 
it, and tnus save themselves from becoming 
entangled among briars and thorns. The 
writer in the Press asks whether the present 
pretexts, put forward for a dissolution of the 
Union, consist in distinct interests and a sup- 
posed antagonism in question- of State sover- 
eignty over the Federal head, or a right of se- 
cession at pleasure, or a quarrel with the 
Declaration of Independence, or with the Con- 
siitution, and he undertakes to answer such 
pretexts by quoting from the mouths of the 
best men of South Carolina, who debated in 
her own halls in 1788 — men, whose memory no 
son of that State regards more highly than the 
wh de country. In translemn i these extracts to 
our paper, in another column, we place before 
our readers much more cogent arguments than 
we could have presented before the interesting 
communication to the Press met our eye. Let 
the noble sentiments of those who signed the 
Declaration of Independence, a. del to frame 
the Federal Constitution, and were ti e fore- 
most men of SouthCarolina in 1788, speak for 
ihe whole Union in 18GI. 



ijjr l'iie recent >peech of Louis Napoleon in 
opening the Frcne h» Chambers contains a pas- 
sige to which the ]>eopIe of the Border slave- 
ho'ding States of the Union might give heed 
with eminent profit. The Emperor says to the 
Senators and Deputies of France: 

The first virtue of a people is to have confidence 
in ilself, and not allow itself to be disturbed hy 
imaginary alarms. Let us then calmlv regard 
t ie future in the full consciousne-s of out strength, 
as well as in our honorable intensions. 

This is wise counsel, founded on a sound 
maxim; but the maxim is not more sound or 
thi c lunsel more wise for France than for the 
United States. Nay, as we have intimated, 
b >th arc at this moment particularly just in 
r lation to that portion of the United States 
t mt lies along the southern border of the slave- 
line, — so just, that, if they shall be but ob- 
served by ihe State's of that region, the Union 
cannot perish, but will ere long bo rescued 
ncacoahly from all petit, Heaven grant that 
they may he faithfully observed. Assuredly 
I hey ought to be. 

We should, men of the Border, "have con- 
lid' nee" in ourselves, "and not allow" our- 
selves "to 1)0 disturbed by imaginary alarms." 
I is our first duly to cultivate this noble frame 
of spirit, as the possession of it is "the first 
virtue of a people." "Let us, then, enlmly 
regard the future in the full consciousness of 
our strength, as well as in our honorable in- 
tentions." 

tlTli is understood that the great difficulty 
in the Peace Conference is, generally, the Ter- 
ritorial question, and that the great difficulty 
in the Territorial question is, particularly, the 
pdnt of future territorial acquisitions, — one 
party insisting that the settlement shall antici- 
pate and include such acquisitions, the other 
party insisting that it shall not. How the 
members of the Conference arc distributed with 
respect to this matter, we of course do not 
know; but, among prominent gentlemen at 
Washington outside of the body, Mr. Critten- 
den, we know, is one who avows a w illingness 
to say nothing about future acquisitions.

.TO IHK UollUEK STATES. 

Me Minns, Feb. 20, 1861. 
To the Editors of the Ixfuisville Journal: 

If it were to be avowed that this Dsjlon should 
be broken for no other reason than to build up a 
separate confederacy, how many advocates among 
he people, North or South, would sustain the 
proposition? 

If tbe (iulf State secession leaders were to ask 
their constituents lo meet the North in national 
c inference, that the peiyple of the sections might 
see and hear each other, with a view to a final, 
substantial, and peaceful settlement of matters of 
contention among tt em, what proportion of those 
citizens would refuse tbe proposition? 

The seceded States profess to have gone into 
revolution, (and the majority of their people be- 
hove the profession to be true,) not because they 
are dissatisfied with our present constitution; by 
no means Ibis; but for the reason that they are 
satisfied with it; only complaining that its pro- 
visions are violated. Hence their bogus jrovern- 
nient is even now bused upon it. 

The love for and adniiiation of the Federal Ijiw 
is Ihe strongest sentiment of the American heart. 

Hut the truth evidently is that the litigious 
sec ions are in the hinds of pettifoggers; of pro- 
fes.-ionnl |» li!icians who feed upon the oystst Bjsi 
who would content their silly and heated clients 
w ith the shells. If the litigants could meet in 
person, after a fair and calm talk, would they not 
bo ashamed of the dangerous difficulty into which 
they have drawn their father's legacy? 

Now the darling object of thooriffin,d secession 
loaders is that of a new Empire; it is that of un- 
holy selfishness; In them it is the vilost and most 
unblushing treason. The people have only to 
discover this to flee from them as from the infer- 
nal Tempter. 

Grant, if you please, men of the Bonier States, 
Ihe whole seces-ion argument. Grant that inas- 
much as the Lincoln canvass was conducted on 
tbe issue of tbe "higher law" and "irrepressible 
eonllict," that therofore (notwithstanding the 
falsity of such conclusion as evinced in the politi- 
cal complexion of the majority of Congress) the 
verdict of the North has been hostile and section- 
al to such a degree as to have justified an alarm 
in the Gulf States lo the extent of its present 
form in action, including their whole status, cap- 
tured forts, violated mails, and mint seizures, and 
the like. Is there any argument herein (short of 
downright conspiracy) that precludes the confer- 
ence of the North and the South in national con- 
vention, from the respective statu* of each fee 
lion, with a view to reconstruction? 

I respectfully and emphatically put tbe above 
question to lb*, reflating men of tbe Border 
States, convinced that all such, wbn are patriotic 
and dispassionate, will concur; and that the con- 
currence will favor the conclusion that — misrep- 
resented and beate-d as the sections have been to 
and towards each other through the agitations of 
a desperate canvass for tbe offices and spoils of the 
government in which the politicians have raked 
the very fires of Hell for the flames of excitement 
— it will lie but just to tbe whole country and to 
the final decision of the most momentous things 
of this century, that such a conference shall be 
holden before proceeding to' greater extremes. 

New, if I have apprehended the temper of the 
Border States (of course I do not expect to in- 
clude tbe allies of the conspirators who taint the 
Border States), then it is earnestly asked by the 
writer if an argument, wholly irresistible, is not 
thereby furnished to force these States to main- 
tain their places inflexibly within the Union, un- 
til the last Constitutional remedy for reconstruc- 
tion shall have been exhausted? 

I will not take as an objection to my last query, 
that the Union position of the Border States 
stands in the way of Northern concession — that it 
strengthens the hands of the coercion and no- 
comproinise men of the North. I will not receive 
such an objection to my argument, because it is 
manifestly false.' The entiro North comprehend 
that the status of the Border States is set im- 
movably against coercion, and determinately in 
favor of some reasonable constitutional enact- 
ments, whereby the rights of tbe South shall be 
affirm d beyond the reach of future misconstruc- 
tion or encroachment. Ard, gentlemen of Ken- 
tucky, on this is-ue, you (at present) have friends 
as firm, as resolute, and as infiuental in the North 
as exist among yourselves. The great Union party 
of the .Xtrrth is with you. A party now the 
strongest in that section, and whose power the 
Republicans dare not brave — unless the mad con- 
duct of the South shall dissolve their ranks — for 
they cannot be expected to fii;ht beneath the flag 
of treason ! 

■ If this view of Ihe subject lie correct (and it 
appears to me that it cannot be truthfully 
sailed), then ie follows that the integrity of Ihe 
Union, that all our hopes rest U|ion Kentucky and 
Tennessee — not for the reason that her sisters, 
Virginia, Missouri, and Maryland, are doubted — 
not for this do I make this selection of States, but 
to illustrate the |iower which thee two sover- 
eignties hold, over the dciiiniesof this nation 
Shall this power be exercised in full view of the 
solemn interests at stake; in the lijrht of a clear 
conscience before God and man; in tbe pure and 
sublime spirit which gave birth to Ihe Union of 
these States? Almighty Father! grant that such 
may prove to be tbe ease! 

When that spirit give birth to this Union, how 
gently the di>ve of compromise brooded over all 
the budding hopes of this now magnificent na'ion 
Are we not the same people? Assuredly we are 
corrupted only by the vermin of the voyage. Our 
interests have assumed new shapes, and e-pecially 
that of slave labor, which was then so odious as a 
question of political economy, and whose estate 
was not so ameliorated as now it is. The larite 
mass of the Northern people, educated in the old 
faith, have yet to comprehend the incorporated 
interest of slavery, as also its grand ameliorations; 
and the unanswerable facts of its necessity for 
reasons of climats, ai d because of the existence 
of the two races, one of which must absolutely con 
trol. Cramped as their intelligence is on this 
topic by natural hereditary prejudices, fostered by 
tbe machinery of party they do not see, as thty 
might, that God has so ordained it on this conti 
nent that free and slave labor cannot compete, and 
therefore that tbe spread of slave labor cannot in 
terfore with the prosperity of while emigration. 
When this shall be comprehended aright by the 
reasoning mind of the North, they will not regard 
the South as a usurping oligarchy (as their pol- 
iticians and as Southe-n Congressional bullies 
have taught them to do); but as humane, high- 
toned, and industrious citizens, who feed, clothe, 
and protect a wretched, entailed, and incapable 
inferior race whom they force to the discharge of 
suitable labor, whose product gives to America 
her commercial prestige. They will remember 
that the fugitive slave law was drawn up in Wash- 
ington's time by a Massachusetts man (Mr. Cab- 
ot), and that it passed without division in the Sen- 
ate, and had recorded against it but seven votes 
in the House — a law far more rigid and irrespon- 
sible than now exists. 

Ah, gentlemen of the Journal, trust me that an 
assemblage of our people would call to mind all 
the advantages which our blessed Constitution 
has conferred. The North will then remember 
that its commercial policy, which is it* glory, 
was conceded to it by tbe non-commercial people 
of the South, by those discriminating tonnage du- 
ties which, keeping oil' foreign bottoms, presents its 
magnificent mercantile fleets, under tbe American 
flag, on every sea. New England will remember 
what gave her her exclusive right to the coasting 
trade from State to State, on the Atlantic and 
around Cape Horn to the Pacific. She will not 
wish that the South and Southwest shall repeal 
this law, and so throw open this privilege to the 
commercial nations of Europe, who can do it 
cheaper. And thii*, one by one, will the memo- 
ries and glories of our grand Constitution, its 
strength and protection, its dignity, its conces- 
sions, its nationality, unfold themselves to such 
an assembly, until, animated by the spirit of their 
Fathers, they will rise to tbe sublime stature of 
Americans. And then the old Constitution will 
rebaptize her sons, and the old flag will be Hun; 
to the breeze amid shouts that shall rend the wet- 
kin. The national airs will be sung anew, and 
prized as precious jewels snatched from a confla- 
gration. The prodigal son will return to his 
father's boots, ani tho fatted calf will be killed. 
Truly, ever vours. B. 



a temptation anil encouragement to propigandista 
upon both sides to promote such acquisitions by 
foray and intriuue in all time to come, we prefer 
lo see the subject dropped entirely and filibuster- 
ism of every sort left to all the discouragement 
which the uncertainty of its results will be sure 
to entail. 

We do not mean to say that the obvious wis- 
dom of withdrawing one serious question from the 
many embarrassing ones which surround tbe solu- 
tion of our difficulties is not a powerful consider- 
ation in itself, and does notadd immensely, at the 
present time, to the force of the views which we 
nave expressed. We would not be understood as 
denving the propriety, in such a crisis as this, of 
letting tbe future taite o-ere of itself, if the con- 
sideration of its anticipated difficulties would pre- 
vent the adjustment of those which are instant 
and upon us. Nor do we abate, on the other hand, 
one jot or tittle of our adherence to the doctrine 
of the equality of the Slates, as expounded by 
the Supreme Court. We onlv desire to express 
our convictions against the policy of territorial ac- 
quisition, in itself simply as a policy, and even if its 
introduction into our pending disputes would not 
complicate or embitter them. It is and always 
has been our deliberate judgment that it is the 
true policy of the United States, and thoir hit;h 
duty towards the adj tcent nations of this conti- 
nent, to encourage, protect, and develop them, 
instead of de-poiling and dividing them. If, in 
place of fostering their dissonsions, invadine their 
territory, and demoralizing or slaying their peo- 
ple, we had gone among them with the arts (if 
peace and civilization — persuading and, if need 
lie, compelling them to cease intestine strife — 
what would be their condition now? Asa fulfil 
ment cif our own true republican mission, how in- 
finitely nobler would be our position in regard to 
them before the world and in history! 

We are, therefore, quite ready "to accept Mr. 
Crittenden's original resolution on the Territorial 
question without Mr. Breckinridge's interpreta- 
tion, and we are gratified to soe lhat Mr Critten- 
den himself has expressed the same willingness. 
Nav, we have no objection whatever to the Fan- 
euil Hall resolutions, which, while they propose 
to extend the settlement to territory hereafter to 
be acquired, propose at the same lime to prohibit 
such tuture acquisitions, unless three-fourths of 
the States assent to their being made. We Ihs- 
lieve lhat Ihe people of Maryland would heartily 
approve of such a settlement, and we repeat our 
own conviction that they have no interest which 
it would not serve.

Future Tekkitobial Acquisitions — We 
arc glad to observe on every hand, says the 
National Intelligencer of the llith, a disposi- 
tion to promote the accommodation of pend- 
ing dissensions by the withdrawal of topics 
which tend needlessly to complicate a scttle- 
m nt of outstanding questio As the main 
point of difference which seems to lie in the 
way of a speedy and satisfactory adjustment 
relates to the disposition that shall be made of 
the "common territory," the subjoined practi- 
l] suggestions of our able D-niocratie con- 
temporary, tbe Baltimore Kxchange, should 
commend themselves to the candid considera- 
ion of such among the political confederates 
of that journal as have been 'heretofore dis- 
posed to insist on stipulations for the govern 
ment of "territory to be hereafter acquired.' 
We quote from the Exe hange of yesterday? 

We have taken occasion lo say decidedly here- 
tofore, and we again urge the suggest ion as a 
timely one now, that the settlement of tbe na- 
tional difficulties ought not, in our opinion, to lie 
embarrassed by a demand for guarantees of any 
sort in regard to territory hereafter to be acquir- 
ed. We do not rest this opinion upon tbe mere 
ground that present evils are sufficient for the 
lay which has lo deal with them, because it is the 
part of statesmanship to foresee and provide 
against future evils as well. Neither do we con 
ourselves by any means to the view so forci- 
bly put by Mr. Adams, of Massachusetts, as to 
he madness of fighting among ourselves "bec.uie 
we cannot agree upon the mode of disponing of 
our neighbors' lands." If it is to be part of our 
policy to acquire the lands of our neighbors, it 
would be but statesmanlike to have some under 
standing as to the mode in which they are to be 
disposed of when acquired. For ourselves we 
mean distinctly to say that we are utterly opposed 
to any policy which contemplates or will encour- 
age such future acquisitions at all, and we would 
not, as matter of choice, desire any arrangement 
which would keep alive the theory or spirit of such 
a p dicv or offer any temptation whatever to its 
development. We lielieve that the nation has 
more than enough teriUory already. We are 
painfully conscious of the extent to which our 
present dang-rs have lieen the result of territorial 
acquisions ma le heretofore. We consider filibus- 
ter ism in every shape — whether naked and 
shameless or in the guise of purchase from those 
whom we would force to sell — as disgraceful to 
our national character, and at war with the whole 
theory and principles of our Government. We, 
therefore, desire to see no bait held out to it un- 
der any pre ext, or in anv form; and, believing 
that a provision, now deliberately and formally 
made, for the terms upon which future acquisi- 
tions shall >■« enjoyad by our people, will fv i-'i 



SotrrH Cakoi.ina in 17W8.— The following are 
the extracts from de'iates in the South Carolita 
Legislature, pending the discussion on the ratifi- 
cation of the Federal Constitution, to which wo 
have referred in our editori.il columns, as having 
appeared in the Philadelphia I'ross: 

The Hon. Roliert Barnwell replied: "As to tho 
objections that the Eastern States entertained the 
greatest aversion to t/utse n-hich lay to the South, and 
would endeavor in every instance to impress them 
This idea he considered as founded m prejudice, 
and unsup|mrted by facts." 

Charles I'iuckney said: "Another distinguished 
feature in our Union is its division into individual 
States, differing in extent of territory, manner*, 
population, aud pr.iducts. Those who are sc- 
quaiuted with the Eastern Sta'es, the reason of 
their original migration, and their pursuits, hab- 
its, and principles, well know that they are asset; 
tially different from those of the Southern ai ( 
Middle States, that they retain all those opinion 
respecting religion and government which first i 
duced their ancestors to cross tbe Atlantic: at d 
that they are, perhaps, more purely republican in 
habit and sentiment than any other part of tbe 
Union," 

The Hon. Edward Ruthdge said: "The verv 
idea of power included a possibility of doing 
harm; and if the gentleman would show tie 
power that could do no harm, he would at once 
di-cover it to be a power which could do no 
good." 

Hon. Charles Pinckney repeated, "that the ne 
cessity of harina a government uhirh should u 
once operate m- the pet-pie, and not upon tic 
States, was considered to be indispensable by every 
Aelnjtite present; that, however they may have 
differed in respect lo the quantum of power, ■ 
objection was made to the sy-tem itself." 

• 4 For his part, he co; t -s-ed that he had ever 
treated all fears of aristocracies or despotisms in the 
Federal bead as Ihe most childi>h chimeras that 
could be conceived. In a Union extensive as this 
is composed of so many State Governments and 
inhabited by a people characterized, as our citi 
zens are, by an impatience under any act which 
looks like an infringement of their rights, an in 
vasion of them by the federal head appeared lo 
him Ihe most remote of all our public clangers " 
"The State Governments will too naturally slide 
into an ( pposition against the General one, and 
be easily induced to consider themsslres as rivals. 
They will, after a time, resist the collection of a 
revenue; and if tbe General Government is oblice I 
to concede in the smallest degree on this point, 
they will of cour.-e neglect their duties and despi-e 
its authority. A great degree of weight and en 
ergy is necessary to enforce it, nor is anything t 
be apprehended from them," "He could not con 
e-iveth.it either the dignity of a governmen 
could be maintained, its safety insured, or its law 
administered, without a bo 'y of regular forces b 
aid the magistrate in tbe execution of his dutv 
All government is a kind of restraint. We mi; 
lie told a free government imp ses no restrain 
upon the private wills of individuals which doe 
not conduce, in a greater degree, to Ihe public 
happiness; but all government is restraint, and 
founded in force. 

■'A full spirit of national union will require tha 
the separate and partial views of private interes 
lie, on every occcsion, sacrificed lo the gener. I 
welfare, so, when this principle prevails not, (anil 
it will only prevail in moments of enthusiasm.) 
the National Union must ever bs destroyed by 
selfish and private interests. 

"With respect to the Un on, this can only ba 
remedied by a strong government, which, whil 
it collects its powers to appoint, will prevent lbs 
spirit of disunion from which tbe most serious con 
sequences are to be apprehended," 
Gen. Chas. CotesworthPinckney said: "Shall we 
not be stigmatized as a faithless, unworthy people 
if each ,i, ember of the Union may, with impuni 
ty, violate tho engagements entered into by the 
Federal Government? Who will confide iti 
Who will treut with us if our practice should l>« 
conformable to this doctrine?" 

Vattel, one of Ihe liest writers on the law of 
nations, says: "There would be no more security, 
no longer any commerce between mankind, did 
tbev not believe themselves obliged lo preser 
their faith, and to keep their word. Nations, and 
their conductors, ounlu, then, to keen their prom 
ises and their treaties inviolable. The nation.:l 
greatness of soul is Ihe source of immortal glon ; 
upon it is fbun ed Iho confidence of nations, and 
it thus becomes a certain instrument of power 
and splendor," 

South Carolina, therefore, considering its situ- 
ation, and the valuable produce it has to export, 
is particularly interested in maintaining the sa- 
credness of treaties, and the good faith with which 
thev should ba observed by every member of tho 
Union. 

"It was alleged that the Southern States were 
weak. We are so weak that by ourselves we 
could not form a Union strong enough for tho 
purpose of effectually protecting each other. 
Without union with the other Stales, South Car- 
olina must soon fall. Is there any one among us 
so much a Outxote as lo snnpose that this Slate 
could long maintain her ind< pendence if she stood 
alone, or was only connected with the Souther. i 
States? 1 scarcely believe there is. Lot an in- 
vading power send a naval force into Ihe Chesa- 
peake to keen Virginia in alaim, and attack South 
Carolina with such a naval and military force ts 
Sir Henry Clinton brouirht here in ITSOt, ard 
though they might not son conquer us, the 
would certainly do us an infinite deal of mischie 
and if they considerably increased ibeir numlier 
we should probably fall. As from Ihe nature 
our climate, and tho fewness of DOT inhabitant 
we are undoubtedly weak, should wanot endeavo, 
to form a close union with the Fjistern State: 
who are strong? And ought we not to endeav 
to inc-ease that species of strength which will 
render them of most service to us both in pea 
and war? — I mean their navy. We certain! 
ought; and by doing this we render it their pa 
ticular interest to afford us every assistance i 
their power, as every wound that we receive will 
eventually affect them." 

"The separate independence and individu 1 
sovereignty of the several States were nevi 
thought of by the enlightened band of patri 
who framed the Declaration of Independence; tl 
several States are not even mentioned by name i 
any part of it, as if it was intended in impres 
this maxim on America, that our freelom and 
independence arose from our Union, and withni; 
it we could neither be free nor independent. Le 
us, then, cmsider alt attempts to tceaLen th 
Union, by maintaining that each State, is sejtt 
ratety and iwhvidually indepemlent, as a speevs 
of political heresy, which can never benefit us, 
but mtiy bring on us the most serutus distresses.' 

General Charles Cotesworth Pir.ckney sail 
"that it liecame necessary to form a new Const i 
tution, to render us secure at home, respectabl 
abroad, and to give us that station among I h 
nations of Ihe world to which, as free and inde 
pendent people, we are justly entitled." 

The Hon. R. Barnwell said, "lhat in the com 
pacts which unite men into society, it always is 
necessary to give up a part of our "natural righ 
to secure the remainder: and that, in every in 
stance, if the latter could be maintained Rritboc 
giving up the former, every individual would I 
willing to keep back his share of those aggregat 
ties which then would bind the rest of th, com 
munity; each ipclividual would wish to retain h 
right to act as he pleases, whilst all but himsel 
were restricted in their conduct Let us then ap 
ply this to the United States: and yet the honor 
able gentleman supposes that South Canliu; 
should be free herself. Surely this is not jusl 
and cannot lie admissible." 

Hon. E. Rutledge "then compared the powe 
given under the old and new Constitutions, and 
proved that they differed very little, except i 
that essential point which gives the power t 
Government of enforcing its engagements; and 
surely, no person could object to this. He though 
very lightly of those fears entertained about bay 
onets being necessary to enforce an obedience i 
the people to the law», when it heceme cerlai 
that they could not be broken with impunity, 
but, if a spirit of re-istsnce should appear, surely 
it ought to be in t lie power of Government to 
compel a coercion in the people." 

Hon. Rawliu laiwnde-s: "Tr-e treaty of peace 
expressly agreed to acknowledge us as free 
sovereign, and independent States, which privi 
leges we lived in the exercise of." 

He admitted an important point, when he fur- 
ther said, "But this new Constitution at once 
swept those privileges away, being sovereign ove 
all." 

Charles IMnekney: "\\ e are to reflect that this 
Constitution is not framed to answer temporary 
purposes. II 'e hope U will last for ages — that it 
will be the perpetual protector of our rights and 
properties.*' 

"On them (I mean tho Stale system) rests the 
general fabric; on their foundation is ibis magniti 
cent structure of freedom erected, each depeudiu, 
upon, supporting, and protec ting the other; nor — 
so intimate is the connection — can the one be re 
moved without prostrating the other in ruin; like 
the heed and the body, separate them and they 
die." 

"Far be it from me to suppose that such an at- 
tempt should ever be made; tne good sense and 
virtue of our country forbid tbe idea. To tb 
Union »e will look up as to the temple of our 
freedom — a temple founded in the affections ai>u 
supported by tho virtue of our people. Here we 
will pour out our gratitude to the Author of all 
good for suffering us to participate in the rights 
of a people who govern themselves.

Messrs Editors i If every poor man in Ken- 
tucky, who from his position can never expect to 
own a negro, will read and ponder Mr. Spralt's veT 
able letter published in your paper of to-day, 1 
am inclined to think he would forego the pursu t 
of his "rights" out of Ihe Union, but stav in a d 
tight for his rights and those of the people of fie 
State at the polls — tbe proper place — uutil tiny 
are acknowledged. Mr. Spratt does not want fis> < 
white labor as an element in the Sou'.hern Con- 
federacy, but particular^' desires its exclusion as 
a dangerous, disorganizing democracy. He wi-te 
the Southern Government to be known as tbe 
slave Republic — governed by the hesd of society, 
and not by the heels, as be terms free white 
labor.

Cemkterial Architecture. — Art, In its ear- 
ly Inception, was regarded as the vehicle of social 
progress and its rise and fall as dependent upon 
the state of public morality. Pliny mourned over 
the decadence of Art, when the philosophical and 
religious creeds of the Greek descended to a low 
standard, and superstition and slavery usurped 
the places, of what to him was a pure faith, and 
•f freedom. This is true as regarded Pagan art, 
which sought to represent its darkened creed of 
spiritual existence by every graceful symliol and 
elevated attitude which fancy could depict; but 
Christian art derived its impulse from the op- 
posite principle, and its mission was to inculcate 
moral duties and religious faith. As a conse- 
quence it has been noted as worthy of observa- 
tion, that as the Church declined from Its purity,

In no particular have its 
beneficial influences been more widely exhibited 
than in removing from the olden graveyards the 
ghostly emblems of mortal decay, and uprearing 
in their places the cemeteries, blooming like gar 
dens, and filled with the choicest productions of 
the sculptor's skill. We can conceive i>f no great 
er blessing than these improvements, which have 
changed the places of skulls into beds of roses, 
and woodbines, and forget-me-nots. The eye of 
faith, accustomed to look to the "sweet fields ar- 
rayed in living greei," which Invite mortals lo 
pass the river of death without fear, is now per- 
mitted to behold the loved of earth reposing calm 
ly beneath the hillocks in the cemetery, where 
the hand of affection trains the flowers and vines, 
and over which is reared the humble tomb, or the 
sculptured cenotaph. 

We have seen several superb monuments de- 
signed by the senior member of the firm of M. 
Muldoon & Co., which are attracting great atten- 
tion at their marble works. One of them, in- 
tended for the grave of an infant, is an exquisite 
conception, and looks like a tit nestling place for 
the pearl, which, too pure for earth, has gone to 
shine in the crown of immortality. It is a shell 
reposing on rough rock work, surrounded by 
water fl iwers, and within its chamber reposes a 
baby form, most artistically worked, in the finest 
statuary marble. White as the driven snow, the 
child rests as upon the living maternal bosom, 
which will no more beat to receive its precious 
burden, while it pictures the cherub form which 
the lost one to earth niw wears in heaven. The 
design is full of poetry, and the bereaved parents 
can look upon it with pleasure, as its beaulv dis- 
arms death of its sting and conquers a victory 
over the grave. Mr. Muldoon has showm him- 
self a true artist by this work, and we ask our 
friends to inspect it at his place of business, oppo- 
site our office, before it is removed to the 
Cemetery.

Terrible Tragedy at Nuvvtown, Pa.— At 
Newtown, on Saturday, William Merrick and 
Casper Rapp, son of Jesse Rapp, two young men, 
aged about 18 and 20 years, were "playing sol- 
diers" with an old musket, which happened to be 
loaded with a blank charge. Rapp playfully lev- 
eled the musket at the head of Merrick, and pulled 
the trigger; the piece was discharged, and the 
wad struck Merrick on the temple, killing him in- 
stantly. The affair took place in the base- 
ment kitchen of the father of young Rapp, in 
Newtown. Merrick was not more than six or 
eight feet from the muzzle of the musket when it 
was discharged. 

A Scheme ok General Emancipation.- 
Somebody, stimulated by Lord Brougliam's letter 
to the Boston John Brown Committee, sends the 
Ex-Chancellor a report of a conversation with 
the late Dr. Chalmers, in which that learned and 
eloquent divine detailed his plan for abolishing 
slavery. It consisted in buying from the masters 
one day in each week of the slaves' time and la- 
bor, with the proper and industrious use of which 
the negro might gradually earn enough to buy 
another day, and so on until his emaacipation 
should have been entirely purchased. 



rjg*A marriage recently took place in the North- 
ern part of England, in which the parties were a 
widower and a widow, whose united ages reach 
139 years, the gallant bridegroom having the 
heats of 86 summers passed over bus head, and 
having by his first wife a progeny that numbers 
upwards of fifty, including children, grandchild- 
ren, and great grandchildren, some of the latter 
being old enough to attend the wedding. 



Fatal Akkrat. — A difficulty occurred in 
Christ iansburg, Va., on the 13th instant, between 
J. Kent Anderson, Esq., and Addison Logan, 
nephew of Hon. II. A. Edmuodson, which re- 
sulted in the shooting of Anderson, and causing 
his death in a short time. The parties are both 
young men about nineteen years of age, and up to 
the time of the difficulty were warm personal 
friends. 

A Commercial Entertrise. — The Charleston 
Courier of Wednesday states that a project is on 
foot among several enterprising merchants and 
capitalists to charter one or more steamships, for 
the purpose of sending them to Liverpool or other 
foreign ports, to bring back full cargoes of mer- 
chandise, and sell it at the lowest price, so as to 
establish our commercial independence at once. 

Drowned.— We learn from the Clarksville 
Chronicle that three negro men were drowned 
near New York, Tennessee, one night last week, 
while attempting to cross the river in a canoe. 
Two of the negroes belonged to a Mrs. Jones, and 
the other to Mr. Klliott. They were attempting 
to cross the river to ret to a trading boat on the 
opposite side of the river, when the canoe upset. 

Death ok an Actor. — Mr. Oliver Everett 
Durivage, brother to the poet of the same name, 
and son to a sister of Hon. Edward Everett, died 
in Chelsea, Tenn., on Friday afternoon, in the 
17th year of his age. He was at one time a pop- 
ular actor and well known as the author of a num- 
ber of plays, which had a large run in bis day. 



A Slaver Ciindem ned. — A decision has lieen 
rendered by Judge Betts, of the United States 
District Court, in New York, in the case of the 
■lave bark Kate. He decides that the vessel 
and cargo must be condemned and sold, and has 
accordingly directed that a decree shall be issued 
to that end. 

Stabbing Akkray. — We learn from the 
Princeton (Ky.) Bulletin that a difficulty occur- 
red at that place, on Wednesday evening, lietween 
James II. Pope and John Donon, in which the 
latter was very severely cut. Pope gave himself 
up to custrdy, was examined, and committed to 
jail for final trial. 

Accidental Shooting. — As Captain Stewart, 
of the New Uncle Sam, was handling his pistol 
in the saloon of the boat at Memphis on Friday, 
it accidentally went off. The bullet inflicted a 
painful but not severe tlesh wound on Albert Beer, 
newspaper dealer, who stood near. 

— The Hon. Horatio King, 
Postmaster-General, will deliver a poem before 
the literary societies of Dickinson College, at their 
anniversary, on the day before the .next com- 
mencement.

0* There is much food for thought and not 

a little for hope in the following candid and 
discriminating letter from Charleston, South 
Carolina: 

Charleston, S. C, Feb. 15, 1861. 
While there are positive symptoms of reaction, 
I hope no one will jump to the conclusion that, 
therefore, South Carolina and some of the other 
seceding States are about to run a race back into 
the I'nion. There has from the ou set been a 
vital Union sentiment in this State; there have 
ever been those who regarded secession the worst 
of evils, and a remedy for n thing; but they have 
lieen and still are small in numliers, though they 
are unquestionably growing liolder, if not more 
numerous. I learn from conversation with some 
of them that thev have recently dared to look 
each other in the face, even speak — though scarce- 
ly alxive a whisper — words of h- pe and encoui- 
agement. Thev are a very smalt minority, and 
scarcely felt. They are right at heart, and have 
done nothing to encourage the hopes or strength- 
en the hands of tbe secessionists. They are as a 
grain of mustard seed, though, perhaps, there 
is rather less hope touching the probable 
yield thereof than we are taught to expect 
in the Scriptural parable. I n.u t in- 
sist on a moderate expectancy in this respect. 
There are however, sundry auxiliary sources of 
hope. No cause ever vet had a run — especially 
no revolution — that did not encounter dissension, 
schism, revolt. While all is sunshine and fair- 
sailing, things go easy; and then, of course, there 
is union and strength. But when darkness ai.d 
adverse winds come, as come they will, there 
ill be dissension, desertions, if not positive 
mutiny and wreck. The cause of the revolution 
in South Carolina has now arrived at just this 
point of experience. The dissatisfied, for a varie- 
ty of reasons, begin toshow themselves. .SVcexsion 
begins to be criticised. They who do it may not lie 
I'nion men; yet they are almost certain, in time, 
to become so. There is no 01 her resort. The inev- 
itable consequence of a forcible chango is to contrast 
the thing or place fled from with th it resorted to; 
and this a few in this State — and their number will 
eertainlv increase — are beginning to do. In no State 
in the Union is there so little of what you at the 
North understand by strict public sentiment, as 
in South Carolina. There is no middle class, 
ever talking, reading, thinking, acting — making 
and unmaking, and holding to a strict accounta- 
bility those who occupy positions of trust and 
power. The State, with its white population of 
less than 300,000 souls, casting its 15,000 votes, 
is held and controlled by the aristocratic few. 
The form of State Government is essentially 
monarchical. The people do not vote for Gov- 
ernor or any State officer. Neither do they have 
any direct voice in choosing Presidential FCIec- 
tors, these things being left to the Legislature, 
which is chosen every two years. Thus are 
politics and public questions kt.pt from the people, 
who are seldom troubled to think, or permitted 
to act. The workings of the local system of the 
State in a large measure deprive the people of 
power, and the effect iu the long run has been 
to render them indifferent to great questions im- 
mediately affecting them. Such a thing as sub- 
mitting a question to the people is ha nth ever 
known. Consequently a reaction, such as I have 
spoken of, must be of slow growih, and aliout the 
last thing to develop itself. Secession, so far as 
it was submitted to tbe people at all in choice of 
delegates to the Convention, was rushed on them; 
time was not allowed for d scussion, nor would it 
have lieen permitted had there lieen time; a snap 
judgment was taken without regard lo merits, and 
the whole matter foreclosed by a delirious excite- 
ment which tbe leaders were cunning enough to 
create; and since then the public mind h is lieen 
held up to the mark by appeals to p ejudice, 
passion, and the false promise of results. I un- 
dertake to say that had there been permitted — 
what is scarcely ever permitted in South Carolina 
— a full and fair discussion before the prople, a 
free exercise of private judgment, a decided and 
firm minority would have developed itself. And 
I say further, and with great confidence, that if 
there could be such a thing now us a fair discus- 
sion of this revolution and its results, so far as they 
have shown themselves; a fair canvass oft he proba- 
ble consequences; a free circu'a : on of newspapers 
on both sides, and as free and safe a vehicle for the 
thoughts and arguments of those opposed as those 
in favor of the acts and measures of the leaders 
and those in authority, you might safely count on 
a reaction, if not an early overthrow of the 
rebels. But there is no such state of things here. 
Not a newspaper is permitted to be conducted 
but in the interest of the revolution. It is not 
safe for a man to give utterance to an honest dis- 
senting opinion. No man is permitted to be neu- 
tral or to withhold his substance in support of the 
cause. Every man is expected to be an active 
agent, in some way, of its promotion. Thus you 
will see that such a thing as reaction must be at 
the hardest. If ever it does come, it will be like 
the belching volcano. Y'ou will not see its small 
beginnings as you see revulsions in popular sen 
timent in other States, and the chances a e far 
more in fuvor of the reaction being crushed out, 
for a time at least, thaa of marching right on to 
an assertion of the popular judgment. I speak 
ofSouth Carolina only, the Case may be different 
in other States. 

In reality, the idea for which South Carolina 
seceded has failed utterly — that of the African 
slave trade. Hundreds and thousands who were 
the back-bone of the revolution at the outset have 
ithdrawn and ceased to take an interest. Yan- 
cey, who has thus retired from the field in Ala- 
bama, represents an army of others elsewhere. 
If you could now take from the movement the 
feature which appeals to the military sense of 
South Carolina — if you could fake away the fan- 
cied necessity for an exploit of arms, to the end 
that the prowess and bravery of her sons should 
be vindicated, a mere sentiment which has no 
neccessary connection with the merits of tbe 
juestion originally at issue — if you could rob the 
revolution of these features, it would be already 
more than half conquered. Secession at this hour 
retains few of its original features or proposi : ions 
in South Carolina, and I only hope that in its 
future treatment the philosophical and practical 
bearings of the subject may be well understood.

Washington, Feb. 25. 
Mr. Lincoln visited lioth houses of Congress 
about three o'clock this afternoon, accompanied 
by Senator Seward. He spent nearly half an 
hour in the House and lobbies, being introduced 
to members. All Republicans and most Northern 
Democrats took him fiy the hand; al-o Stevenson 
of Kentucky, Nelson of Tennessee, Davis of Ma- 
ryland, Moore and Bristow of Kentucky, and two 
or I hree other Southern members. The fire-eat- 
ng Virginians, &c, watched him very closely as he 
moved almut on the floor, but all kept their seats. 
After shaking hands all round, the President elect 
was conducted by Mr. Sewsrd into the Clerk's 
office and Post-office, where Speaker Pennington 
was presented to him, and Mr. Lincoln indulged 
"n sundry reminiscences of his brief Congressional 
life, saying he left here in 1819, just when Mr. 
Seward came. Mr. Lincoln is in vigorous health, 
and a tine :! 'w of spirits. His profuse lizard makes 
him look ten years younger than last fall. His 
appearance at the capilol was quite unattended 
and unheralded, no policemen being aliout, and a 
miscellaneous crowd followed him everywhere as 
he walked arm and arm with Mr. Seward through 
all parts of the capitol. Not even the ordinary 
precautions were observed, of excluding the puli- 
lic from the Clerk's office and Post-office, and 
passages leading to them, but the officials, being I 
all absorbed in contemplating the tall figure of 
Abraham for the first time, forgot their duty, and ' 
the crowd became quite annoying. At length he 
proposed to Mr. Seward to ret u in: when the Sen- 
ator enducted him to his carriage, looking, as he 
walked, very much like a dwarf waiting upon a 
giant, so great was the contrast in their stature. 
The great freedom of the President in showing 
himself to the public since bis arrival, is contrast- 
ed with the secrecy of bis approach on Saturday. 

Most Baltimore papers of this morning are loud 
in their censures of Mr. Lincoln and his advisers. 
The Sun is especially violent and abusive. What 
t calls "theflicht of Mr. Lincoln" has excited 
more universal curiosity, amazement, and indig- 
nation than it is easy to convey any idea of on 
paper. Some Republicans denounce it as timid 
and injudicious to tbe last degree. Others are 
silent, while most appear lo think Lincoln could 
not properly have done otherwise w ithout risking 
at least a scene of mob-violence and rowdyism at 
Baltimore. Amid the mass of rumors and sur- 
mises a I out the matter, two facts are clear — 1st, 
Mr. Lincoln was urged in most pressing terms, by 
high officials in this city, to pass through Balti- 
more privately; 2d, Tbe protection of the aut or- 
ities of Baltimore wns refused to a Republican 
club, who asked it for the purpose of iscorting 
Mr. Lincoln through the city. The disorderly 
demonstration which did actually take place on 
the arrival of Mr. Lincoln's suite, although made 
light of by Baltimore papers, shows that there 
was abundant reason for apprehension in that city 
of mobs, where, according to Gov. Hicks, plots 
and conspiracies of the bloodiest and most trea- 
sonable kind have long been rife. 

Whether Mr. Lincoln should have yielded to 
such warnings or taken tbe the bull by tbe horn , 
as he was inclined to do until over- persuaded br- 
others, is a matter for difference of opinion. But 
it is said here that the knowl dge, of the plot was 
positive, its execution certain; and Seward, Scott, 
and Holt are all said to have concurred that tie 
only way to defeat the conspiracy w. s to out-wit 
or circumvent it by a counter- plot. 

The ridiculous, exaggerated canard issued by 
the New York Times, about men of eminence and 
station in connection with a diabolical scheme of 
assassination, is of course 118861658. Equally so 
is the pretence set up by some Baltimore papers, 
that there was no danger whatever that a d.stur 
bance would have occurred ihere. 

The National Intelligencer of Monday, rather 
curt I v disposes of the mailer as follows: 

"Two or throe reports are abroad as to motives 
hich induced Mr. Lincoln to anticipate the pub- 
licly announced time of bis arrival in Washington. 
One is that he was telegraphed to be present here 
for reasons of State, before the separation of the 
Peace Convention. A second that he was 
telegraphed by official parties here to come 
on in advance of the announced time, 
in order to prevent possible disturbances that 
might grow out of the conflicting purposes of the 
political clubs in Baltimore — of the Republican 
clubs to honor Mr. Lincoln with a public demon- 
stration, and of their far more numerous oppo- 
nents to prevent it. Our own solution is that un- 
der all circumstances of the case, which we doubt 
not Mr. Lincoln himself correctly appreciated, he 
deemed it best to avoid all chances of turmoil, 
and at the same time to lie relieved of all further 
demonstrations, of wahich bis journey had been 
already amply full." 

Senator Seward has so far had charge of Mr. 
Lincoln's arrangements. It is not believed that 
anv influence will be able to dislodge him, or 
bring inharmonious elements into the Cabinet. 

Lincoln still holds private conferences on all 
sides, listens attentively to all, but is non-com- 
tal vet to all. 

Among those who called on the President-elect 
to-day were Buchanan, Breckinridge, Cass, Sena- 
tor Powell, and Gen. Scott. Lincoln, according 
to custom, called upon the Judges of the Supreme 
Court. 

It is authoritatively stated by Baltimore resi- 
dents that it had been determined lo lynch the 
Committee of Baltimore Republicans Had they 
attempted to escort Lincoln through the city. 
As it was, Mrs. Lincoln was grossly insulted by 
rowdies sround her carriage. 

I have just learned from the most unquestion- 
able authority that neither the Peace Conference 
nor Congress' are expected to do anything with 
the exciting questions of the day. Since Mr 
1 incoln arrived tiere he has determined to throw 
overboard Greeley and the anti-compromisers, and 
to follow the couise advised by Seward, Kellogg, 
and Thurlow Weed. He now lielieves that coer- 
cive measure would produce civil war, which be 
says must lie avoidea. He will take no strong 
compromise ground in his inaugural, and it is 
hoped relieve the country of tbe terrible suspense 
that now isimpovering millions. 

Among fhe on diU of tbe day is one that Presi- 
dent Buchanan had an interview yesterday with 
Ex-President Tvler, to ascertain whether, the 
sudden 'visit of Mr. Davis to Charleston means 
peace or war, and that Mr. Tyler expressed the 
decided conviction that tbe mission there of Mr. 
Davis was a peaceful one: i e\, to prevent an at- 
tack upon Fort Sumter until the policy of the in- 
coming Administration shall have been defined.

Monday's Proceedings Continued. 

Washington, Keb. 25. 
After other unimportant debate the bill paaco: 
The Territorial bill was made the order of tb' 
day for to-morrow. Adjourned. 

Tuesday's Proceedings. 

Washington, Feb. 2li. 
Senate. — Tbe annual report of the Smitbaonia' 
Institute was received and ordered to be printed 
Mr. Thompson presented a petition in tavor ol 
the Crittenden compromise. 

Mr. Dixon presented a petition in favor of tb> 
Border State resolu'sons. 

The joint resolution to repeal the resolution 
in favor of Geo. Kisber was taken up and passed 
The Oregon debt was taken up, and, on motif, 
of Mr. Lane, a committee of conference was ap 
pointed. 

The House bill for organization of the Territo 
ry of Colorado was taken up. 
" Mr. Green moved that the Senate concnr in th- 
House amendments. 

Mr. Douglas, objecting to tbe amendments a 
the House.they were agreed to— yeas 2G, nays 19 
The bill to organize the territorial gorernmeii 
of Nevada was taken up and pas-ed. 

Tbe bill to organize the lerritory of Dacota 
was taken up and passed. 

A report Irom the Committee of Conference oi 
Ihe disagreeing voteof the two Houses on amend 
ments, lixing a duty on tea and coffee, was adopt 
ed. 

The pist route bill was then taken up. 

House — Mr. Kellogg of Illinois rose to presen 
a petition of 226 voters of Illinois, favoring th 
adoption of the peace pr iposition heretofore sub 
mined by himself. 

Mr hdgenon objected. 

Mr. Kellogg was surprised that any one should 
lie unwilling to receive an expression of the wil 
of tbe people while we are being hurried into th 
calamities of civil war, and the destruction oi 
the Government is threatened. 

Mr. I . !.-■■• ■. .. replied the gentleman could pre 
sent the petition from that State. 

Mr. Davis, of Ind., presen ed a petition fron 
that State, signed by men of all parties, in favor 
of tbe Crittenden proposition. 

The Speaker presented the proceedings and 
resolutions of the Pennsylvania Democratic Con 
vention which were laid on the table. 

The House took up the volunteer bill. 

Mr. Howard, of Michigan, resumed his remarks 
in favor of it, which gave a construction to the 
laws already in existence that it was the dutv of 
Congress to put into the hands of the President 
the means of performing his duty, and pointed 
out the mode in which be should do it. They 
could not be released from this obligation. He 
repeated that the President should have the 
power to execute the Constitution in all its parts. 
The highest dutv of a government, which date* 
far anterior to all Constitution-', is to preserve ita 
existence. 

Mr. frvor said the purpose of the dominant 
party, plainly manifested and openly avowed, is to 
drive througn the bill by the pressure of an irre 
pressible conflict. As this was a foregone conclu 
-ion, he hoped it would pa.-s at once, to tbe end 
that the people of Virginia and the South mav 
be arousi d to tbe perils which menace them. He 
defiantly challenged them to assume the attitude 
nt hostilitv c rresponding to their bloodv de-Ji^p 
He knew the Republican party was resolved never 
to recognize be independence of the Mctrltd 
States, nor lo surrender the control over the cap- 
tured forts — in short, they are resolved to permit 
the South no other alternative but submission or 
subjugation. 

Mr. Curtis said that Pryor had indulged in dec- 
larations and denunciations similar to those of his 
colleague (Bocock). The republicans were ac- 
cused of me.:it .ting coercion, when everything 
done and said had no such bearing. The 
gentleman expressed the hope that the bill would 
speedilv pass for the purpr«e of an u-ing Virginia 
and the Sou ; h. He did not thus speak lo reason, 
to the bill, or to Congress, but to the (Convention 
Off Virginia and the assemblies of the South, who 
are taking action agaiust his own mother coun 
try. The gentleman's own statement, that i 
Confederacy exists within the United States 
-hould induce ui to tlraw around ourselves all the 
means of power and protection we can command 
The bill now pending was for defence. He con- 
tended that there was nothing unconstitutional in 
the hill, which only extended the provisions of 
existing laws. 

Washington, Feb. 26. 

The despatch read yesterday by the Secretary 
of War informing him that Gen. Twiggs bad 
-urrendered Ihe military property to the Revolu- 
tionists in Texas, was from the Comribsary of 
Subsistence, and d*ted at New Orleans. He adds 
that the use of the Government m-ans of trans- 
portation was allowed to take the Federal troops 
to the sealtoard, and they were permitted to tak> 
with tbem three or f >ur cannon and their side 
arms. The Secretary read this morning the doc- 
uments from Texas, showing that as earlv as the 
7th of Februarv, Gen. T» iggs was entering into 
negotiations with the Texans for the surrender of 
the military property. 

Col. White was several w eeks ago appointed to 
succeed Gen. Twiggs as chief of the military de- 
partment of Texas, but it appears he hud not 
reached there at the time of Gen. Twiggs's sur- 
render, which is considered bv the Government 
authorities as one of the most disgracefully attro- 
cious acts committed by the secessionists. * 

The Peace Conference was in session (ill I or 2 
o'clock this morning. The spirited debate pre- 
viously commenced continued, and during the 
night's proceedings many if not all of the amend 
ments were voted down, leaving substantially 
Mr. Guthrie's proposition, with modified verbiage 
This was in Committee of the whole, but it will 
be voted on definitely to-day. 

Ru hmosd, Feb. 26. 

A strong speech was made in the Convention 
ve.teid.ty by Mr. Moore, of Rockbridge, in Letch- 
er's district, the substance of which w is inimical 
to the rights of Virginia ahd the whole South. 
It was decidedly Union in its tendency and 
strongly against the action of South Carolina. 

The secessionists |>osted bills calling on every 
true Southerner to attend an adjourned meeting. 
Music was engaged and 1500 persons assembled 
near the Exchange Hotel, where strong Southern 
speeches were made by delegates to the Conven- 
tion. Gov. Wise was called for but was unwell. 
The meeting adjourned to tbe Shotwood House, 
where more speeches were made. An attempt 
was made to burn Moore in ethgy but was stopped 
by the Mayor. 

This whole decided secession demonstation was 
got up by parties in the negro buying and selling 
interest. 

Rai.kigh, Feb. 26. 
The legislature adjourned yesterday morning. 
There is some talk of an extra session, if the 
events of tbe next four weeks are unfavorable for 
compromise. 

Montgomery, Feb. 25. 

A resolution was adopted in Congress instruct- 
ing a committee to inquire into the present con- 
dition of the public lands.

Moore offered resolutions demanding security 
against further wrongs; opposing the African 
slave trade; opposing direct taxation; approving 
the Crittenden resolutions, declaring that if such 
or a similar compromise is not adopted Virginia 
will be ready to enter into a compact with such 
States as will agree to such a compromise and 
form a new confederacy, excluding all disagree- 
ing States. Referred. 

Mr. Moore advocated his proposition, and was 
replied to by Mr. Goor, favoring secession, caus- 
ing considerable excitement in the galleries, 
which were cleared and the Convention adjourned. 

Washington, Feb. 25. 

The third clause of Guthrie's proposition was 
debated bv Conference to-day without a vote. A 
session is being held to-night. Strong efforts are 
making to come to a conclusion on tbe subject. 

The War Department to-dav received corrob- 
orative despatches that Gen. 'fwiggs had surren- 
dered to ttte Texas rebels all the Government 
military property. Secretary Holt had despatch- 
ed orders to relieve him, but they could not have 
arrived. 

The most reliable report of the construction of 
Lincoln's Cabinet is Soward, Secretary of State; 
Bates, Attorney General; Gilmer, of N. C, Sec- 
retary of Ihe Navy; C. II. Smith, Secretary of 
the Interior; Willis, Postmaster General; Camer- 
on, Secretary of Ihe Treasury. 

Despatches to Government report a large expe- 
dition leaving Galveston for Ihe Rio Grande, con- 
sisting of six companies from Gilreston and 
IlouB'oo, and two from the interior.

Lord Lyons and tbe Ministers from France, 
Russia, Prussia, Spain, and elsewhere, left their 
cards with Mr. Lincoln, as did also the Secreta- 
ries of the various legations. Gen. Scott, Sew- 
ard, and several prominent Republican Senators 
were closeted with him this morning concerning 
tbe ceremonies connected with his inauguration. 

At a general levee given by Mr. Lincoln, sev- 
eral hundred go tlemen from all sections of the 
country paid their respects to him this morning. 
He visited the Senate and House of Representa- 
tives. 

Mr. Wood, manager of tbe Presidential trip, 
called to report this morning to Gen. Scott. The 
General told him that everything had been done 
as it should have been — that he approved of every 
step, and Mr. Lincoln did exactly as he should 
have done when he left Hartisburg and came 
through, via Baltimore. 

Information Is before the proper authorities ten- 
ding to prove that an organized liody of 500 men 
have sworn that Mr. Lincoln shall never sleep in 
the White House. A detective who joined them 
savs the plan is as follows: 

The entire band are to occupy a position as near 
the President on inauguration day as they can 
obtain, o^e of their number standing in the ceptre 
of them is to shoot Lincoln with an air-gun, when 
the crowd of men around tbe assassin will so hide 
him as to render detection impossible. Further 
details may be obtained to-night, though for 
many reasons it is deemed advisable to withhold 
definite information. 

A document w as handed to Mr. Lincoln to-day 
signed bv a majority of the Stale Senate, headed 
by the Lieut. Governor, recommending Mr. Col- 
fax for Postmaster-General. Mr. Lincoln oliserved 
that this was very strong, and there seemed a 
very general desire in many parts of the country 
that Colfax shonld have the position indicated. 

Tbe Peace Convention has been in session all 
dav. The debate was the most spirited which has 
vet occurred. Mr. Gu(hrie and some of his friends 
liecame so much offended that they left the hall, 
and signified an intention not to go back. The 
Convention, at one time, was very near breaking 
up, but better counsels prevailed. Mr. Guthrie 
subsequently returned and business proceeded at 
7 o'clock. Some members stated tint a night 
session was probable. There is no hope of an 
adjournment to-morrow. 

The Government seems to have made more than 
one effort to get possession of tbe bullion fund iu 
the New Orleans Mint. 

Postmaster-General King, on the 1Mb instant, 
drew on Mr. Guirot, Assistant Treasurer of Louis- 
iana, for $300,000, but his draft, Kko Secretary 
Dix's, was dishonored.
